jgVERY Navy Yard possessed by tho Government Is lamentably 


weak as regards dry docks. When one remembers that there 


are probably fourteen docks or basins in the Portsmouth, England, 
dockyard, it is possible to realize how weak the 
American Navy 


Yards are In this respect since we have only one. Yard (New York) 
which possesses as many as four docks. 


The work of building docks in New York Navy Yard has 'proved 


anything ibut satisfactory, due to the fact that the soil does not ap- 
pear to be adaptable at that Naval station for the building of mod- 
ern stone dry docks. 


The fact should .be kept in mind that in the development of the 


modern Navy the squadron of four ships constitutes the unit rather 
than the single vessel being regarded as the fighting unit. Each 
Navy Yard should therefore be prepared to dcjck and repair the four 
ships of a squadron at one tlme.since ever/ squadron would have 
hut little facility to carry on squadron maneuvres if the vessel were 
docked and repaired singly. 
> 


It can be regarded as a certainty that both Boston and New 


York Navy Yards do not possess suitable holding ground and of suf- 
ficient area to permit the building of five or six docks. It can be 
expected that at least one of a half dozen docks will always be un- 
der repair or unavailable for some cause or other 
for 
receiving 


battleships. 


The auxiliaries of modern Navy comprise cruisers, scouts, gun- 


boats, torpedo boats, submarines, colliers and various nondescript 
craft. At least one dock should be provided at every Navy Yard 
for docking such vessels. 


The building of battleships does not constitute the primary ex- 


pense in the formation of a modern Navy. Careful investigation 
upon the part of the British Admiralty showed that for every dol- 
lar expended in the construction of .battleships three dollars was 
required for auxiliary purposes such as the repair of vessels, build- 
ing of dry docks and quay walls, constructio'n of cruisers, gunboats, 
torpedo boats, submarines, colliers, etc. ' 


We have built battleships faster than we provided docks for 


preserving them, and one of the most urgent and important Naval 
problems now confronting the service is the queition of the'location 
and building without delay of at least a half dozen more docks. 


As regards the Boston Navy Yard it is simply impossible on 


account of the lack o farea,. to build such a series of docks at that 
station. Due to the nature of the soil, it is practically impossible 
to build a half dozen docks at New York and by reason of the Im- 
probability or impossibility of building such a series of docks at 
either Boston or New York, the Navy Yards at those two stations 
should be the first to be abandoned. There is, however, a much 
more important reason, which will be mentioned later, why these 
two Yards are actually the weakest when viewed from a national 


standpoint. 


The Portsmouth Navy Yardpossesses such a river coqtour and
